Ina recent number of the New York Outlook, Mr. 
W. D.:Gregory, who was closely: associated: with 
Dr. Goldwin Smith in the latter's Canadian journal- 
istic work, has an admirable article 6n the disting- 
uished. publicist whose long and busy life recently 
came to‘a close. It is a most admirable bit of-writ- 
ing in-every way. One- striking’ passage is that 
which tells of an address delivered by Dr. Smith in 
‘Toronto at a gathering of the legal fraternity. A 
certain wor fever was:at ‘its height at the time and 
all the early speakers exolled the imilitary spirit. Dr. 
Smith did not explicitly criticize anything that ‘had 
been said, but proceeded to point out the difference 
between the triumphs of the great military: com- 
manders of the palmy days of Rome and of those 
who atthe same time labored in comparative ob- 
scirity to rear the stately edifice of the Roman law. 
All traces of the victories of the former, even the 
“magnificent arches erected to celebrate their genius 
‘and valor, had long since disappeared, but the re- 
sults of the work of the early lawyers was.still felt 
‘everywhere. We cannot get along as-yet without 
imaking-very considerable provision for national de- 
dence, but there is still the tendency to overempha- 
size the importance of progress along militaty lines 
and we rave to learn that progress for the most. part 
depends upon the discharge of much homelier du- 
ties.
